Catholic, 
Protestant 
bishops

SAN DIEGO — Bishop Leo T. Maher and 
two non-Catholic bishops in San Diego have 
issued a joint statement urging all people of 
the community “to join together in solidarity 
in a war against pornography and violence.” 

“Pomography flies in the face of religion 
and morality as it reduces the dignity and 
destiny of the human person,” with women 
and children being “the primary targets,” 
according to the statement, “Victims of the 
Victimless Crime.” 

Released to the Southern Cross, Oct. 31, 
the statement was signed by Bishop Maher, 
Bishop C. Brinkley Morton of the Episcopal 
Diocese of San Diego and Bishop George D. 
McKinney, pastor of St. Stephen’s Church 
of God in Christ, San Diego, and bishop of 
the Souther California Second Jurisdiction. 

Bishop Maher told Southern Cross that 
the Knights of Columbus will respond to the 
statement with an anti-pomography project 
with definite goals. 

The three bishops are also working on a 
statement on drug abuse, which will urge 
everyone to get involved in the drug fight 
and will express concer and ask for prayers 
for law enforcement officers whose lives are 
in danger on the firing line in the war against 
drugs, Bishop Maher said.

Priest accepts jail time in solidarity with unborn

EL CAJON — After an impassioned state- 
ment of solidarity with the unborn as his 


_ rationale for breaking his probation and 


voicing his intention to continue to seek to 
rescue the unbom by blocking the entrances 
of abortion clinics, Father Edward “Bud” 
Kaicher was sentenced to 45 days in jail Oct. 
31. 

Bishop Leo T. Maher, in a statement is- 
sued from his office after he heard of the 
sentence, said the conscience formation of 
Father Kaicher, the diocesan director of 
youth and young adult ministries, “on this 
issue should arouse the consciences of others 
and make them aware of the immorality of 
the present law allowing abortion and 
eliminating the rights of the innocent un- 
born.” 

Judge Larrie R. Brainard of the El Cajon 
Municipal Court pronounced the sentence 
after hearing Father Kaicher’s wish to dis- 


miss his attorney, represent himself and 
waive his right to counsel and after the priest 
read his statement, admitting he violated his 
probation. 

Father Kaicher told the judge, “I cannot in 
conscience promise to obey any law or 


probation which allows the killing (of the 


unborn) to continue or tries to stop me from 
the moral obligation to rescue those “unjust- 
ly condemned.” 

“Furthermore, I will pay no fine nor can I 
cooperate with the court in anyway that pits 
me against my unborn sisters and brothers or 
those who faithfully rescue them. 

“Should the court decide to incarcerate 
me, I will freely accept this as an opportunity 


-to suffer with my unbom sisters and brothers 


who are daily sentenced — unjustly — toa 
permanent and irreversible removal of their 
human rights,” Father Kaicher said. 

The judge ruled that for every two days 
of good behavior in jail by the priest, one day 
of the sentence would be mitigated, which 
could result in Father Kaicher serving 30 


days of the 45-day sentence at the Descanso 
Honor Camp, according to a Msgr. Mark 
Campbell, diocesan vicar for clergy who 
attended the hearing. 

Msgr. Campbell said some 30 priests as 
well as many of Father Kaicher’s friends and 
co-workers were in the courtroom for the 
hearing. 

Father Kaicher said he was being called 
back to court because of evidence of alleged 
violations of his probation. 

Judge Brainard placed Father Kaicher on 
two years’ probation Feb. | after the priest 
pleaded no contest to a charge of “trespass- 
ing with the intent to obstruct or interfere 
with a legitimate business”, stemming from 
his arrest on Sept. 30, 1988, while sitting by 
himself next to the entrance of the Family 
Planning Clinic in La Mesa holding a sign 
that read, “Choose Life.” The priest 
changed his plea from innocent during his 
trial after the judge would not allow him to 
express his personal convictions about abor- 
tion. : 


In the statement he read to Judge Brainard 
in the hearing on Oct. 31, Father Kaicher - 
admitted he violated his probation. 

He also asked the judge to acknowledge 
the “intrinsic worth of the unbom as mem- 
bers of the human family ... and decide justly 
on (their) behalf.” 

The text of Father Kaicher’s statement to 
the judge appears on page 12. 

Bishop Maher in his statement to the 
media, said, “Though I don’t condone break- 
ing the law, all people are obligated to follow 
their consciences and should have a night to 
express their moral convictions. Father 
Kaicher has a strong view requiring him to 
follow his conscience and to accept any con- 
sequences. ... 

“His stand, being so strong that he would 
give up his freedom, would be like a moral 
earthquake shaking the consciences of 
anyone who is pro-choice in the Catholic 
Church. 

“They must recognize this is such a vital

to open in 
Descanso

Oe LO SAN DIEGO. — La: Patiacche (will 


soon open a drug abuse treatment center 
in Descanso — its first in the United 
States — according to a staff member of 
the program’s downtown referral facility. 

The center will be housed in the former 
Descanso Hotel recently purchased for 
$380,000 by the St. Vincent de Paul/Joan 
Kroc center, co-sponsor of the local Le 
Patriarche office, Jurgn Schumacher told 
Southern Cross. 

The Descanso center is expected to 
open within three to six months, 


‘depending on the issuance of county 


permits, said Msgr. Joseph Carroll, 
SVDP president. 

Le Patriarche opened its San Diego 
office in April after the SVDP Center 
formed a .partnership with the 
international rehabilitation program for 
substance abusers, including those with 
AIDS, to get them off the streets and into 
treatment centers worldwide. 

The center for homeless people 
sponsors and monitors the local Le 
Patriarche office to provide a low-cost 
rehabilitation program to the 
community, Msgr. Carroll said. 

Participants pay $1,000 the first month 
and $500 for each succeeding month and 
can be admitted a few days after they 
apply at the Le Patriarche office, 634 16th 
St., San Diego, Schumacher said. 

The local facility is linked to the Le 
Patriarche network of more than 200 
treatment centers in 15 countries, 
including Mexico. 

The association was founded in France 
in 1970 by Lucien J. Engelmajer. 

Its San Diego office has admitted 
nearly 30 drug abusers, most from San 
Diego County, and has sent them to 
treatment centers in France, Spain and 
Italy, Schumacher said. 

All applicants are tested for AIDS; 
those testing HIV-positive are sent to 
special care facilities in other countries, he 
added. 

Two local participants were referred by 
the SVDP Center and are currently 
receiving services from Le Patriarche, 
Msgr. Carroll said. 

‘““The first step (in rehabilitation) is to 
them out of ther normal 
environment’’ where they know drug 
suppliers, Schumacher explained. 

The four-acre Descanso site on Viejas 
Grade Road offers many advantages for a 
treatment center, he said — a country 
environment and favorable climate, 17 
bedrooms, several lounge areas and an 
acreage suitable for various athletic 
events. 

Remodeling will be done by volunteer 
Le Patriarche staff members, all of whom 
are former drug abusers. When 
completed, the center will accommodate 
about 20 people from Europe, the 
spokesman said. 

Schumacher explained Le Patriarche’s 
“dynamic: The addict is admitted’’ to the 
program, becomes ‘‘drug free and takes 
responsibility -for himself and others.’’

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‘Rescuers treated 
as criminals’ 


How precious human life is! This was dramatically 
demonstrated as workers cheered when Buck Helm was 
rescued after being trapped for four days in the rubble of San 
Francisco’s earthquake. No effort is too much, no expenditure 
is too great to save a human being. Those who took part in 
this valiant rescue are truly heroes. 

How ironic that the same edition of The San Diego Union 
that reported this inspiring event also reported that 205 people 
were arrested for their efforts to rescue unbom babies from 
violent, premeditated death. 

Does the life of a newly created baby have no value until 
it is born? Everyone of us has spent a period of time in our 
mother’s womb. Were we somehow less human, less alive, 
less deserving of love and respect while we were still in the 


womb? If anyone doesn’t know the answer, they should ask 
their mother, if they still have that privilege. If not, then they 
should ask any mother who is anxiously awaiting the birth of 
her child. 

In Luke 1:42 Elizabeth, the mother of John the Baptist, said 
to Mary, the mother of Jesus, “Blessed art thou among 
women and blessed is the fruit of thy womb!”

A New York policeman said that the use of pain compliance 
methods are only justified when the safety of the police 
officer is in jeopardy, Bishop Austin Vaughan,an auxiliary 
bishop of New York who has been arrested five times for 
participating in Operation Rescue, told me in my office Oct. 
27. In all of his arrests, the police in those cities have not used 
pain compliance methods on him or his fellow rescuers. 

San Diego is one of only a few cities where its police 
officers have used nunchakus (a pain-inducing martial arts 
weapon) and pain compliance holds to remove those persons 
committing civil disobedience in blocking entrances to abor- 
tion clinics in their attempts to save the unborn scheduled to 
be killed. 

When Operation Rescue participants first blocked the 
entrance of a La Mesa abortion clinic, La Mesa police did not 
follow the lead of their San Diego City counterparts and did 
not inflict pain on these nonviolent rescuers. However, the La 
Mesa Police Department marred itself Oct. 21 by also tortur- 
ing these prayerful, nonviolent people who are following 
their moral conscience. 

These people are blocking the entrances of abortion clinics 
to save the lives of unbom babies and to peacefully protest 
abortion. They believe as long as they block the entrances the 
more babies will be saved. Thus, many go limp when police 
order them off the premises or seek to remove them in arrest. 
They resist to save lives. 

This is no secret. The police know their aims and goals. Yet 
they continue to treat these people like dangerous criminals. 
Why? To teach them a lesson? To discourage them from 
further rescues? 

As Bishop Leo T. Maher said in his statement of June 16 
regarding police treatment of Operation Rescue 
demonstrators, “Punishment must not be inflicted by our 
police department through the use of cruel and painful arrest 
techniques. Torture in the name of ‘crowd control’ has no 


place in our society. The precious rights of assembly and free 
speech should not be so endangered. ... People must challenge 
unjust law free of the intimidating fear of cruel police enfor- 
cement methods.” 

Thus, not only is punishment not the police’s job, it is also 
not working. The rescue movement continues to grow in spite 
of the torture by police. Though they abhor the pain and 
believe the use of such techniques are wrong, rescuers tell me 
they are willing to pay the price to save the unbom. 

The movement also grows in spite of the refusal by judges 
to allow any rationale to be aired in court in response to 
charges against rescuers of trespassing and resisting arrest and 
in spite of serving jail time. 

The San Diego Union and The Tribune newspapers have 
both called for an end to pain compliance techniques against 
Operation Rescue participants’ peaceful acts of civil dis-° 
obedience. Bishop Maher spoke out publicly gamering news 
media attention. Probably by now hundreds of people in the 
San Diego area have written letters to the area’s newspapers 
as well as to police and civic officials expressing their outrage 
at the brutality. And yet it continues. 

Since our police and civic leaders are not listening to 
reason, it is time to start rallying at city halls and proposing 
ordinances to cities’ councils to ban the use of pain-inducing 
techniques against people committing peaceful acts of civil 
disobedience. : 

These people are no threat to the safety of a police officer. 
They are simply following their consciences, and in many 
cases believing they are being obedient to God, in seeking to 
stop the slaughter of innocent unborn children. 


Democracy in education? 


This fall there was an historic meeting of the nation’s 
governors and President Bush. The subject was our educa- 
tional system, and it was held because many American grade 
school and high school students simply aren’t getting an 
education. 

“The American people are ready for radical reforms,” 
President Bush said. The governors agreed. “More of the 
same will not achieve the results we need,” they said. “We 
must find ways to deploy the resources we commit to educa- 
tion more effectively.” 

But despite the talk of radical reforms, what the governors 
and the President proposed was more of the same — in- 
creased standardization. Their major recommendation was to 
establish a new set of national educational standards. What 
that will mean in practice is not better classroom teaching but 
new layers of bureaucracy to make sure the new rules and 
regulations are followed. 

The belief that greater centralization will somehow im- 
prove our schools isn’t exactly a new idea. Over the past 
decades the public school system has moved further and 
further away from local control. We were always told this was 
being done to improve education. But during these same 
years educational quality has gone down, not up. It’s increas- 
ingly clear that bigger is not better when it comes to educa- 
tion. 

What our educational system needs is more choice, not 
more uniformity. The essential genius of American society 
has always been to accept the great pluralism in our culture 
and to make room for it. A deep-seated respect for diversity 
is the guiding principle in virtually every area of our national 
life except elementary and secondary education. 

Catholics have historically been at the forefront in demand- 
ing choice in education, but up to now our efforts to get some 
of the taxes we pay spent in the schools our children attend 
have been solidly rebuffed at every level of government, 
Opponents depict us as self-serving and dismiss our argu- 
ments for choice as somehow un-American. 


Actually the opposite is true. Forcing parents to send their 
children to schools that reflect values that they do not accept 
is completely contrary to the basic concept of American 
democracy. In fact it’s a policy which comes perilously close 
to fascism — the idea that everyone has to conform toa single 
ideological viewpoint. 

Furthermore, an educational system which would put the 
decision of how children are educated in the hands of their 
parents would benefit not only Catholic parents; it would 
benefit everybody in the United States. 

If you need proof of that statement, you need only compare 
our college and university system with our grade schools and 
high schools. At the college and university level there is 
complete freedom of choice. Students can choose from a 
wide range of schools — from community colleges to private 
universities. The differing values of each are recognized 


and accepted. All receive at least some government funds. @® j 


But at the grade school and high school level you have to 
attend the school you are assigned to or else pay a heavy 
financial penalty. The result: the United States has the best 
system of higher education in the world, and one of the 
weakest systems of elementary and secondary education. 

Our elementary and secondary school system is organized 
on principles which mun counter to the basic ideals of 
American democracy, whereas our college and university 
system reflects the principles of pluralism and individual 
choice on which our nation is built. Is it any wonder our 
colleges and universities are working and our grade schools 
and high schools are failing?

Mother Teresa goes 
home 


We picture Mother Teresa, the world famous missionary and 
Nobel prize winner, always somewhere in the world, but not at 
her home. 

The omission was rectified just before her recent illness when 
she spent a quiet week in Tirana, Albania, having ‘‘a private 
visit to the tombs of her relatives.’’ 

Mother Teresa was born in 1910 at Uskub (today Skopje), 
Yugoslavia, which was then part of the Ottoman Empire. Her 
name was Gonxhe Bojaxhi and she took the name of Teresa 
when she joined the Sisters of Loreto, who sent her to India as a 
teacher. She later left them and founded her own Missionaries of 
Charity. 

The community of Sisters now number some 4,000 who offer 
their charitable services in 80 countries around the world. 

In many ways Mother Teresa has become the epitome of 
missionary activity and in an age when so many communities of 
Sisters have reduced in numbers, her Missionaries of Charity 
seem to attract more and more in their simple habit of an Indian 
Sari. 

Three of her latest centers for charity are in Moscow, Spitake 
(Armenia) and Tbilisi (capital of Georgia) in the U.S.S.R.

KANSAS CITY, Mo. — Pastoral 
administrators for parishes where there 
are no resident priests can’t be viewed 
“as substitutes waiting for the ‘first team’ 
to come in,”’ a bishop told a Kansas City 
symposium on the priest shortage. 

Bishop John J. Sullivan of Kansas 
City-St. Joseph was one of 22 bishops 
taking part in the three-day session on 
“‘Alternative Forms of Parish Leadership 
for Priest-Short Areas.’’ 

He indicated that the position of 
pastoral administrator must be visible in 
itself, with built-in expectations and 
rewards rather than be viewed as a 
second-rate proxy for a priest. 

The symposium, held Oct. 16-18, was 
sponsored by the Institute for Pastoral 
Life in Kansas City in. cooperation with 
Foundations and Donors Interested in 
Catholic Activites, known as FADICA, in 
Washington. 

Different models of parish leadership 
were discussed and included: 

e The ‘‘indigenous’’ model, where the 
pastoral administrator would be selected 
from the parish; 

e The professional model, which 
means the administrator would receive 
formal training that includes an 
internship; 

e A permanent deacon model, under 
which a deacon would be appointed 
pastoral administrator; 

e The team model, made up of a priest 
along with a woman Religious, 
permanent deacon or layperson 
appointed to the parish; 

e The cluster model, where a team 
would administer three or more parishes. 


White ribbon campaign

Pornography Awareness Week Oct.

Anti-discrimination law 
to benefit minorities 


NEW YORK — Uruguay’s new anti- 
discrimination law ‘‘will further 
safeguard the rights of - minority 
communities and consolidate the rebirth 
of democracy,’’ according to the latest 
issue of Latin American Report, published 
by the Anti-Defamation League. 

The report spells out the backgroud of 
the landmark legislation which mandates 
prison sentences for anyone convicted of 
inciting or committing acts of violence 
motivated by racial, religious or ethnic 
bigotry. 

In other Latin’ American 
developments, the ADL report reveals 
that neo-Nazi Skinheads — mostly in 
Argentina and Brazil — are linking up 
with ultra-right and anti-Semitic 
organizations. The report points out that 
many Skinheads in Latin America, like 
their North American and European 
counterparts, espouse racist and anti- 
Semitic ideology and have violent 
tendencies. 

The report, issued by ADL’s Jarkow 
Institute for Latin America, points out 
that “‘the fragility of newly democratic 
governments in Latin America burdened 
with immense foreign debt, makes the 
presence of such anti-democratic and 
violent groups all the more alarming.”’

Father George Clements, the Chicago 
priest who has three adopted sons, 
addressed over 1,500 youth from San 
Diego and Imperial counties at the Oct. 
25 event held at the San Diego 
Performing Arts and Convention Center. 

Sponsored by the diocesan Office of 
Youth and Young Adult Ministries, 
Youth Day offers English- and Spanish- 
speaking participants a variety of 
workshops presented by local and 
national speakers. 

Because of the number of participants, 
two keynote assemblies were scheduled. 
Father Clements’ talks both revolved 
around the theme ‘“The Time is Now,’’ 
focusing on the calling of youth to be a 
more vital part of the church. 

“*Jesus said, ‘Use the gifts you have’ 
and one of those gifts is youth,’’ said 
Father Clements. , 

Father Clements noted, however, many 
youth do not realize the importance of 
adolescence and waste the time they have. 
A major problem with today’s youth is 
@ ‘‘they spend most of the 

complaining,’’ he said. 

Most of this complaining is directed at 
‘parents when usually the child is at fault, 
he explained. ‘‘Christianity means 
cleaning up your own act before you start 
complaining about someone else.” 

Keynote speaker for the Spanish- 
speaking was Father Juan Diaz Vilar, SJ, 
author and director of Central Pastoral in 
New York, a Hispanic ministry center 
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serving the Northeast. 

Keeping within the theme of the day, 
Father Vilar gave Spanish-speaking 
youth an overview of the injustices found 
in the world today and that ‘‘Jesus has the 
answer to these situations.”’ 

“‘We have had many revolutions — 
economical and political — but we need 
one to change the heart of man,’’ Father 
Vilar explained. 


This revolution is one of love and it - 


must be their revolution, he told 
participants. Young people feel they have 
no power but ‘‘we can if we believe in 
Jesus’ poser. We must believe we can 
change the way of life.”’ 

Participants also attended one of the 
workshops, which were offered in English 
and Spanish. 

Ken Hoyt, a consultant from the 
MeDonald Center at Scripps Hospital in 
San Diego conducted a workshop entitled 
‘‘Our Community — Can We Change 
It?’’ and explored the role youth play in 
their peer community. 

“‘Life is a series of challenges with 
successes and disappointments,’’ said 
Hoyt. ‘‘More people are now questioning 
the very existence of life itself. Some kids 
are bottoming out — they’re not 
bouncing back from ordinary problems,”’ 
he continued. 

All problems should lead to solutions 
but to find a solution, one must find the 
right cause of the problem, he explained. 

Father John Jensen from the Diocese of 
Tijuana, conducted a workshop in 
Spanish focusing on motivation and 
leadership. 

Because youth groups can play an 
important role in the formation of an 
adolescent, Father Jensen focused on the 
problems youth groups experience and 
the importance of youth leaders.

EL CAJON — Father Edward “Bud” 
Kaicher, diocesan director of youth and 
young adult ministries, read the following 
statement to El Cajon Municipal Court 
Judge Larrie R. Brainard Oct. 29 prior to the 
judge sentencing him to 45 days in jail for 
trespassing at abortion clinics: 

“Your honor, I have decided to present my 
case without the benefit of legal counsel, so 
as, to be in solidarity with my unbom sisters 
and brothers who are senselessly condemned 
to death, by the thousands daily, without the 
privilege of counsel or any form of ad- 
vocacy. 

“Your honor, my case is rather simple and 
I will present it with an unswerving fidelity 
to the truth! 

“Although I have not seen the evidence 
which has caused the Court to call me to this 
hearing, the simple truth is that I have vio- 
lated the terms of my probation. 

“TJ have done so, your honor, because I 
hold the rational conviction the all human 
beings are of equal intrinsic worth and pos- 
ses inalienable human rights. I firmly believe 
that I have a moral obligation to protect and 
defend those members of society who are 
vulnerable and dependent on others and who 
are unable to defend themselves from attacks 
against their inalienable right to life. 

“The legalized attack on the most innocent 
and defenseless members of our society — 
the unbom — is a violence, not only against 
these little ones, but against our society as a 
whole. The fundamental relationship be- 
tween parent and child has been placed in 
jeopardy by the “ungodly” law that permits 
abortion. 

“When the most fundamental of human 
rights, the night to life, is denied the unborn 
— without due process and without con- 
sideration of their intrinsic worth as human 
persons — it is an act of charity to rescue 
them from their plight. 

“Today, I stand in solidarity with women 
and men in our community and nation who 
will no longer stand by and allow this 
holocaust to continue. When this court or 
any other court says it is trespassing to block 
the entrance to a death mill, therefore, giving 
preference to those who kill the unborn, I

all society. The primary targets, however, are 
often the least powerful, the women and 
children who are singled out and deprived of 
their liberty, bodily and psychic security, 
integrity, privacy and, too often, their life. 

The ever-increasing spread of pornog- 
raphy and the wanton violence that accom- 
panies it demands that religious leaders and 
those concemed with the safety and care of 
society condemn and join forces to wipe out 
this terrible social scourge. 

So often books, magazines, cinema, 
television, videocassettes, advertising dis- 
plays offer a representation of violent be-

moral issue that they cannot proclaim to be 
Catholic and pro-choice, be they teachers, 
politicians or other public figures. Even 
though the law allows abortion, it is still 
morally wrong to follow that law. ... Upon 
(the nght to life) rests all human rights.” 
Regarding the priest’s time in jail, the 
bishop said, “Father Kaicher’s (office) is so 
well organized that it will run automatically. 
“People will miss him in his mission 
parish, St. Leo’s in Solana Beach. He is an 
affable young man who energetically serves 
the people well. He has much to offer ... .”

will continue to give preferential option to 
rescuing the unbom from certain death. 

“In truth, I feel compelled to advise this 
court that I cannot in conscience promise to 
obey any law or probation which allows the 
killing to continue or tries to stop me from 
the moral obligation to rescue those “unjust- 
ly condemned.” 

“Furthermore, I will pay no fine nor can I 
cooperate with the court in anyway that pits 
me against my unborn sisters and brothers or 
those who faithfully rescue them. 

“Should the court decide to incarcerate 
me, | will freely accept this as an opportunity 
to suffer with my unbom sisters and brothers 
who are daily sentenced — unjustly — to a 
permanent and irreversible removal of their 
human rights. 

“On the day of my ordination the Bishop 
of San Diego instructed me with the follow- 
ing words: A 

““My son, you are now to be advanced to 
the order of the presbyterate. You must apply 
your energies to the duty of teaching in the 
name of Christ, the Chief teacher. Share with 
all people the Word of God you have 
received with joy. Meditate on the Law of 
God, believe what you read, teach what you 
believe and, put into practice what you 
teach.’ 

“Your honor, I have meditated on the Law 
of God — I believe and teach the truth I have 
read — that all human life is sacred because 
it ultimately comes from God and I try to 
practice a consistent respect for all human 
life. In the name of Christ, the Chief teacher, 
I want to share with you the Word of God. 

“While I recognize the constraints placed 
on you by the law and your position as a 
judge, I ask you as one man to another, 
acknowledge the truth that the unbom have 
intrinsic worth as members of the human 
family, consider a higher authority and 
decide justly on behalf of the unborn, please 
your honor, give them a hearing today! 

“T ask the court to consider my case care- 
fully; for it is my conviction that I, and others 
like me, far from being an undesirable ele- 
ment that is a threat to society, are acting to 
save our society from the suicidal destruc- 
tion of its very soul.” 


havior or of permissiveness in sexual ac- 
tivity that reaches the point of being openly 
pornographic and morally offensive. 

The evil effects of pornography and 
violence leave lasting impressions, especial- 
ly on youthful minds. Pornography is under- 
stood as material that is predominantly 
sexually explicit and intended primarily for 
the purpose of sexual arousal. 

Pomography uses audio-visual techni- 
ques to expose, dehumanize and even abuse 
the human person and human body for the 
sole purpose of self-gratifying concupis- 
cence. Such presentations are vehicles of a 
deformed outlook on life. Pomography flies 
in the face of religion and morality as it 
reduces the dignity and destiny of the human 
person. 

While the extent of harm done is some- 
times difficult to be observed and measured, 
the broad outlines of the problem suggest 
stark, clear and frightening dimensions. 
Whether murder, rape, assault. sexual and 
racial discrimination or promiscuity, sexual 
relations outside of marriage, “unnatural” 
sexual practices or leading men to treat 
women as objects, the scope of moral 
degradation bewilders and overwhelms us as 
it calls into question our society’s moral 
mettle. 

Our youth are especially vulnerable and 
the most likely victims. Pornography and

sadistic violence undermine the family, the 
foundation of our society, as they suggest the 
exploitation of individuals and violence as 
acceptable forms of social behavior. Such 
suggestions foster antisocial behavior and 
weaken the moral fiber of society itself. Por- 
nography and violence eat away at tender- 
ness and compassion and foster insensitivity 
and even brutality. 

Even the so-called “soft-core” pornog- 
raphy can have a progressively desensitizing 
effect, gradually rendering individuals 
morally numb and personally insensitive to 
the rights and dignity of others. Exposure to 


pomography can be likened to the effects of 


prolonged abuse of drugs which cause an 
addiction and lead individuals to seek in- 
creasingly “hard-core” and more perverse 
material. 

Generally an unhealthy preoccupation 
fosters a flight into fantasy and reinforces 
deviant behavior. The effect is a loss of per- 
sonal moral growth and development of 
healthy and mature felationships, especially 
in marriage and family life where respect for 
the human person, integrated sexuality and 
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moral integrity are so necessary. 

As religious leaders we ask all people to 
join together in solidarity in a war against 
pornography and violence. Let our prayer be 
the injunction of St. Paul: “Do not be over- 
come by evil, but overcome evil with good” 
(Romans 12:21).
